Highlights from the October Meeting: 


The meeting was called to order at 7:33 pm by club president David Spoelstra, NOKT. 
There were 18 in attendance. Newly re-licensed ham Tom Waskom, KD9VWK, was the 
only new ham present. Tom was licensed in the late 70’s, early 80’s while stationed in 
the Panama Canal Zone with the US Army. 


David said that we are still looking for good presentations for the club. For the 
foreseeable future, club meetings will be a mix of in-person and virtual. David yielded 
the floor to the club’s newly appointed Activities Director, Kevin Colbert, KDOMNB, 
who announced that the club would be hosting a December pitch-in party, after a two 
year hiatus. Look for more information on the party later in this newsletter. 


Ron Beam, KD9ARI, won the drawing for a $25 DX Engineering gift card. 


Next, David introduced Ken Bandy, KJ9B, for a presentation about the DXLab Suite of 
software for ham radio. The suite is a set of 7 free software applications aimed at making 
hunting DX and pursuing awards associated with DXing more easy and streamlined. The 
author of the suite is Dave Bernstein, AA6YQ. Dave offers superb support for the suite 
via the Groups.io reflector “DXLab”. The 7 apps that comprise the suite include 
“Commander” (Rig Control), “DXKeeper” (logging), “DX View” (location tracking), 
“PropView” (propagation prediction), “WinWarbler” (basic digital modes), 
“SpotCollector” (DX Cluster management), and “Pathfinder” (QSL routes). These 7 
apps are managed by another app called “Launcher”. The apps are designed to operate 
“in concert” with each other. They can (and probably should) be installed individually, so 
the operator can get accustomed to one app before moving on to another. They can be 
installed in any order, depending on your main interests. KJ9B said he has used the suite 
for the past 17 years, and is always blown away by how it makes hunting DX and 
operating in general easier. There is a bit of a “learning curve” to mastering all of the 
apps, but it’s worth it. The URL for the suite is http://www.dxlabsuite.com/. From there, 
you can download any or all of the apps, as well as useful and descriptive help files. The 
two best things about the suite are the support that is available for it, and the fact that it is 
completely FREE! A PDF version of the slides that Ken used will be made available on 
the radio club’s website. 


The meeting adjourned at 9:00.

SUPPORT THE IRC VIA YOUR ARRL DUES 


For many years, the ARRL has had a “Club Commission Program”, where a portion of 
any ARRL dues that were paid through a local ARRL affiliated club (such as the 
Indianapolis Radio Club) could be “kicked back” to that club. Recently, the ARRL has 
made this program more attractive to clubs, and easier to administer for the clubs. Under 
the updated program, local clubs can earn $5 per regular membership renewal, or $15 per 
new membership. Only REGULAR memberships are eligible for this program. Life, 
Family, International, Blind, and Student memberships do not earn a commission. 
Multi-year renewals only earn one commission. If you’re not currently a member of the 
ARRL (or haven’t been a member for at least two years), now would be a great time to 
join! You can download and complete this form, and turn it in at the next club meeting, 
along with payment. If you want to pay by cash ($49) at a meeting, that is fine, and the 
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club will send a check on your behalf to the ARRL. I will have a few of the forms with 
me at club meetings.

ARRL ACCEPTING APPLICATIONS FOR 2023 SCHOLARSHIPS 


The ARRL Foundation Scholarship Program will award more than 100 scholarships to 
deserving radio amateurs pursuing higher education. Individual scholarships range from 
$500 - $25,000. All applicants must be active, FCC-licensed amateur radio operators and 
submit a completed online application by 12 PM Eastern Time on January 4, 2023. 
Active foreign amateur radio operators are eligible for the Amateur Radio Digital 
Communications (ARDC) scholarships. 


Also, the grants program awards limited funding to organizations for eligible amateur 
radio related projects and initiatives, particularly those with a focus on educating, 
licensing, and supporting amateur radio activities. Youth-based projects and initiatives 
are especially encouraged. The ARRL Foundation grants program accepts proposals on a 
cyclical model three times a year, in February, June, and October. Proposals for the 
October grant period are being accepted through October 31. Awardees will be notified 
approximately one month after the closing of each cycle.
